The total amount collected from ads by 
the TRAIL BLAZER STAFF for the year 
1947, up to and including November 17, 
1947, was $2,452.41. The expenditures for 
printing, mailing, art work, and cuts totaled 
$2,204.26. This left a balance of $248.15. De- 
linquent accounts in the amount of $789.46 
were billed again on November Ist, with 
the request that payment be made before 
the end of the year. The balance of $248.15 
on hand November 17th, plus accounts re- 
ceivable in the amount of $789.46 totals 
$1,037.61. 

The 1947 TRAIL BLAZER STAFF made 
every effort to continue the publication of 
the TRAIL BLAZER on a self-supporting 
basis. Staff meetings were held during the 
year to discuss ideas concerning the growth 
and development of the magazine. Soon 
after the first of the year, Blanche Paul, 
the Editor, with the assistance of her fine 
group of reporters, received more monthly 
news than could be printed in the twelve 
pages of the magazine.

Golden Cloud, the four-year-old Palomino 
stallion owned by Mr. and Mrs, Topritzhofer, 
won second in the five hundred dollar Palo- 
mino stake at the Cow Palace, competing 
with twenty-eight other fine golden horses. 

Idiot's Delight, O'Malley, Cover Girl, 
Lady Weston, and Golden Cloud were all 
eligible for the Blue Ribbon Horse Show put 
on by the C.S.H.A. at Stockton in October. 
Idiot’s Delight came home with the blue 
for Open Jumpers and Cover Girl won the 
Pleasure Horse class, Other ribbons won 
were: Lady Weston, fourth in Open Hunters; 
O'Malley, third in Open Jumpers, and 
Golden Cloud, Fourth in the Palomino Trail 
class, 

Lady Weston and Cover Girl were also 
on. exhibition Friday afternoon for the 
C.S.H.A. Horse Show Committee's special 
exhibition, Lady Weston served as a model 
Hunter, and Cover Girl served as a model 
Pleasure Horse. They received big red, 
white, and blue ribbons for their trouble. 

At the East Bay Show at Mills College, 
Lady Weston won the Lady's Hunter Class, 
and Lady Weston and Cover Girl took third 
in the Pair Class. 

AT THE PRIVATE STABLES 

Dr. and Mrs, J. O'Hanneson have a pictur- 
esaue rancho in the Oakland hills. The house 
is made of logs in a rambling early Cali- 
fornia type of architecture, while the stable 
and paddocks are painted a gleaming white. 
The stables contain five box stalls with 
automatic water fountains, 

There are several stock horses on the 
ranch, Dr, O'Hanneson’s favorite mount is 
Red Fox, half Quarter horse and half 
Thoroughbred. On his Thoroughbred side, 
he is a grandson of the great Man O’ War 
who passed on to Greener Pastures the first 
part of this month. Red Fox was shown in 
Stock Horse classes in Phoenix, Arizona, for 
three consecutive years and usually came 
out of the ring with a blue ribbon. 

Another horse is Trojan, a three-year-old 
Palomino gelding. He is out of a cream col- 
ored part Standardbred mare and by Bill 
Noia’s Arabian stallion, Arab. Trojan is 
being trained by Bill Noia and will later be 
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another mount for Dr. O'Hanneson. 

Mrs. O’Hanneson has a grand stock mare 
which is half Quarter horse and half Thor- 
oughbred, as well as a three-year-old in 
training with Frank Parrish. The latter, 
named Samba, is a handsome chestnut with 
one white stocking. The other horse on the 
place is a Palomino gelding, Kyak, formerly 
owned by Dr. Burk. 

Jimmie Kempthorne has just had a nice 
new barn completed for his two Saddlebred 
horses, Walkaway and Miss Chief. The barn 
is made of redwood and has been given an 
oiled finish. It contains three large box 
stalls and a hay room. 

Pat Jones is going to be a bit careful of 
the Horse Show ribbons she admires in the 
future. When she and Claude took their 
Saddicbred stallion, Lucky Holiday to the 
Grand National show at the Cow Palace 
recently, she admired an eighth place rib- 
bon of deep brown. Sure enough, Lucky won 
eighth in the Fine Harness Stake. From here 
on, Pat is looking at only the blues and reds. 
But eighth place was not to be sneezed at 
in competition with so many older and more 
experienced horses, Lucky is only four and 
has been in training just ten months with 
Lee Sole of Sacramento. 

Hampton Ford is the proud owner of a 
new brood mare. She is a bay Saddlebred 
with white star and one white sock, named 
Mandelay, and was bred and raised by Mrs, 
Roth’s Why Worry Farm. Mandelay was 
sired by the Chief of Longview, who won 
the grand championship at the Kentucky 
State Fair for three years. However her 
most interesting breeding is on her dam’s 
side as she is out of Undulata Gem who had 
for her dam Lena Jameson by Highland Den- 
mark, Lena Jemeson achieved her greatest 
fame by being the dam of the incomparable 
American Born. Mandelay has been broken 
to drive and was trained as a three-gaited 
mare by the Roth’s stable, before becoming 
a brood mare. She formerly belonged to 
Jack Green and is the dam of his two year 
old chestnut filly by San Juan who is named 
Sandelay. Mandelay is now in foal to Hamp- 
ton Ford’s registered Sanddlebred stallion 
Pandora's Supreme. 

Pandora's Supreme has been sent to Earl 
R. Farshler’s training stable in Livermore to 
be taught his five gaits. ~

“IN DEFENSE OF YOUR 
HORSE SHOW MANAGEMENT” 


(Series 1. During and After.) 

In putting on a show the management is governed 
by several factors; to present a Classification List 
falr and interesting to the exhibitor and to produce 
a show entertaining to the audience. Hoping, of 
course, to have an audience! 

The East Bay Horse Show was patterned after 
the above with earnest intent. However, disturbing 
incidents do present themselves-in spite of all effort. 
Without any warning whatever, opening of the 
show found one judge missing. Lonnie McNally is 
to be commended for taking on the Western Classes 
as he did in this emergency. Several other “prom- 
ised-to-be-theres” also joined the absentees. This 
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caused some delay and confusion at the gate but 
the show went on! 

Some unpleasantness resulted from exhibitors 
who entered incorrectly either because they failed 
to read the rules with sufficient thought or because 
the rules might not have been as clear to them as 
to the one who wrote them. Let us assume there 
was some ambiguity in classification of the Western 
Pleasure Class for which I apologize. However, it was 
classified for non-winners and there was an honest 
attempt to restrict entries—some horses were reclas- 
sified. possibly some, not eligible, were left in. 
However, please believe if such happened it was 
entirely ‘unintentional. 

It was quite evident the Western Pleasure caused 
considerable disturbance which only to-day was 
cleared, The Judge's Card awarded first place to 
No. 63 Gypsy Vagabond owned by Rhea Ludolph. 
Thru error No. 63 was entered in another class 
but shown in Pleasure, However Gypsy Vagabond, 
though entered on the program did not show but 
was substituted for by Mucha Grande, a young 
pinto of similar type but a non winner. This in- 
cident brings out several pow that are listed for 
benefit of exhibitors, public opinion, and the man- 
agement: 

1, Exhibitors should be more careful to inform 
themselves of rules of the show. 

2. Management should be informed of any sub- 
stitution of entry. 

3. The ring clerk, should check entries of each 
class to avoid possible question of eligibility. 

4. Public expression of disfavor is unfortunate. 
The judge has a tough job and does the best he 
co If we enter a show, we should accept his de- 
cision, 

5. The management may make mistakes but 
does not set out “to jip" anyone, That would be 
poor judgement, 

6. Make epee direct to the management 
and not over the fence, 

A successful horse show requires the support of 
the community and good will among all.
